COLUMBIA   SEMINARY   MEN    IN    OUR 
COUNTRY'S  SERVICE 

The  theological  seminary  is  an  institution  whose 
purposes  are  those  not  of  temporal  but  of  spiritual 
warfare.  Her  primary  allegiance  is  due  not  to  any 
earthly  government  but  to  Him  who  is  the  Prince  of 
Peace.  Hence  the  great  end  and  the  essential  work 
of  the  seminary  remain  the  same  in  a  time  of  war 
that  they  are  during  happier  periods  of  human 
history.  Only  as  such  a  school  trains  men  to  preach 
the  Gospel  with  conviction  and  with  power;  only 
as  she  sends  out  those  whose  great  passion  is  to  bring 
men  to  a  saving  knowledge  of  Christ  as  Redeemer 
and  as  Lord  is  her  existence  justified. 

At  such  a  time  as  this,  however,  it  is  well  for  us 
to  remember  that  the  seminary  which  exists  as  an 
agency  of  the  Church  is  also  rendering  a  vital  service 
to  its  country.  No  citizen  has  a  more  vitally  im- 
portant place  in  the  life  of  our  nation  today  than  the 
man  who  stands  in  the  pulpit.  If  our  people  are  to 
play  a  really  significant  part  in  the  history  of  this 
era  it  will  be  not  by  mere  economic  or  military 
might,  but  primarily  by  loyalty  to  moral  principles. 
"Righteousness  exalteth  a  nation  but  sin  is  a  re- 
proach to  any  people."  It  is  the  part  of  true  patriot- 
ism as  well  as  of  real  religion  for  the  seminary  to 
continue  her  work  even  during  days  of  warfare,  and 
for  sons  of  the  seminary  to  go  out  into  the  work  of 
the  churches  which  are  the  real  hope  of  our  nation 
for  the  future.  The  man  who  faithfully  performs 
his  task  as  preacher  and  as  pastor  is  rendering  a 
service  to  his  country  which  is  fully  as  important 
as  that  of  his  brother  in  uniform,  and  which  is  essen- 
tial to  the  winning  of  the  peace. 

At  the  same  time  it  is  of  utmost  importance  that 
the  church  should  follow  with  her  ministry  the 
young  men  who  have  offered  their  lives  in  the  defense 
of  our  liberty  and  our  homes.  There  are  no  men  who 
need  the  hope  and  the  strength  that  come  through 
the  Gospel  of  Christ  more  truly  than  those  who  are 
in  our  armed  forces.  Columbia  Seminary  is  proud 
of  the  fact  that  approximately  one  third  of  all  the 


representatives  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  who 
are  serving  as  chaplains  today  are  found  among  her 
alumni.     This  is  a  number  out  of  all  proportion  to 
the  total  percentage  of  our  church's  ministers  who 
have  graduated  from  this  institution.     Some  of  these 
men  are  serving  with  our  forces  in  the  far  places  of 
the  earth.     All   are  rendering  a   devoted   service  to 
country  and  to  God.     It  is  likely  that  our  record 
of  these  alumni  is  incomplete  and  if  any  names  are 
omitted,  it  is  through  a  lack  of  information  which 
we  would  like  to  have  supplied.     The  following  men 
are  known  to  be  already  enlisted  in  their  country's 
service,  and  their  names  are  printed  here  with  affec- 
tion, with  gratitude,  and  with  pride:
